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KUROPEAN TRADE FAIRS DURING THE 


AUTUMN 


E FRONT-PAGE article in our issue of December 5 last 
drew attention to the opportunities presented by the important 
international fairs held in the spring in Belgium, France, 

Western German, Italy and the Netherlands for displaying United 
Kingdom goods to buyers from all parts of the world who visit 
these events. Details of forthcoming European trade fairs, set out 
in date order, together with brief notes on market opportunities 


for United Kingdom goods in the countries concerned, are given 
below. 





Sweden 











St. Erik’s Fair, Stockholm. August 28 to Septem- 
ber 12 


Sweden is our largest trading partner in Europe and, with the 
exception of the Commonwealth, is the second largest in the world. 
In 1953 our imports from Sweden were valued at £116 millions 
and our exports and re-exports to Sweden at £93 millions. Principal 
United Kingdom exports are motor vehicles, textiles, machinery, 
mechanical sts To plant, tractors and steel. 

An opportunity to consolidate our position in this important 
market is provided by the St. Erik’s Fair, which was first held in 
1943 and is now the foremost trade fair in Northern Europe. It 
covers an area of 12,000 square metres and last year attracted nearly 
375,000 visitors, of whom 83,661 were trade buyers from all parts 
of Scandinavia and the rest of Europe. Extiibitors, who numbered 
more than 2,000, exhibited every type of product from heavy 
engineering to novelties. 

While the trade sections of the Fair provide an opportunity for 
the United Kingdom exporter to display his goods alongside those 
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of his foreign competitors, a number of firms elect to show their 
products in the United Kingdom Pavilion. National pavilions 
are an important feature of the Fair and attract many members of 
the public as well as trade buyers.

Yugoslavia 





Yugoslavia’s balance of payments position is such that oppor- 
tunities for United Kingdom exports are likely for the present to 
be virtually confined to goods required by the productive side of 
Yugoslav economy. Many of the larger -productive enterprises 
are permitted to buy abroad on their own account the essential 
goods they need ; other enterprises effect such purchases through 
authorised importing organizations specializing in particular 
classes of goods. There is no import licensing system and no 
official machinery for allocating foreign exchange necessary to effect 
the import of goods ; this has generally to be bought locally at 
a high premium. 


International Trade Fair, Zagreb. September 
3 to 14 


Interest in this event has continuously increased since 1947 and 
last year 731 foreign firms participated. Although this fair covers 
both consumer goods and capital equipment, United Kingdom 
exhibitors last year confined their exhibits mainly to capital goods, 
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which for reasons stated above were more likely to have real selling 
prospects. At the 1953 Fair United Kingdom exhibits included 
machinery (road making, dairy, Monotype, agricultural, plastic 
moulding) ; tractors; cables and ropeways ; engines (diesel and 
petrol) ; motor cycles ; refrigerator equipment ; tyres and rubber 
manufactures ; laboratory equipment ; trucks, automobiles and 
automobile parts. It is expected that a similar range of products 
will again be shown this year.

The Greek market is open to United Kingdom exporters. Almost 
all imports, other than a few luxury items, are free from restrictions, 
although the prior approval of the Ministry of Industry is required 
for the import of certain types of machinery. Formalities connected 
with imports are reduced to a simple check of the pro-forma invoice 
to ensure that prices quoted are roughly in line with world prices. 
Items such as cotton and woollen textiles and piece-goods, small 
motor cars and accessories, chemicals, drugs and pharmaceutical goods,

paints, dyes and varnishes, leather goods, cordage, tractors, electrical 
goods, bicycles and hardware, should find a ready sale in Greece 
provided that price, quality and delivery dates are competitive. 


International Trade Fair, Salonika. September 
5 to 26 


A report on the 1953 Fair issued by the Fair authorities stated that 
there were 667 foreign exhibitors who showed a wide range of goods 
including agricultural machinery and implements, automobiles and 
parts ; trucks; motor cycles and bicycles ; wooden and metal 
furniture. Import licences for machinery and spare parts are stated 
to have amounted to 423,737 United States dollars.

Economic Co-operation. Austria now offers a ready market for a 
wide range of goods (e.g. from machinery to cotton and woollen 
textiles) which may be imported without restriction from O.E.E.C. 
countries. A list giving full details of the commodities concerned 
was published in this Journal on May 15 (pages 1064-1071). It is 
suggested that exporters might find it worth while to examine this 
list carefully and consider how this market may be developed to the 
best advantage, in the light of the present more favourable prospects 
of trade with Austria. 


Vienna International Trade Fair. 
12 to 19 


The Vienna Fair is held both in the spring and the autumn. It is 
divided into two sections, one at which capital equipment is shown, 
the other is devoted to consumer goods. Agricultural equipment and 
implements are prominent features of the fair. According to a report 
issued by the Fair authorities, 20 foreign countries were represented 
at the 1953 Autumn Fair by more than one thousand exhibitors, 
while visitors attended from 50 countries. 

As in 1953, the Commercial Department of the British Embassy 
at Vienna are organizing a United Kingdom Pavilion, which will 
have an exhibiting area of more than 347 square metres, in the 
Rotundengelande. United Kingdom firms or their agents who are 
interested in participation should communicate with the Commercial 
Department, British Embassy, 40 Reisner Strasse, Vienna 3.

Belgium 











International Flanders Fair, Ghent. September 
Il to 26 


Belgium has, for some years past, offered a free market for foreign 
yoods and the United Kingdom is maintaining an approximate 
balance of trade. The bulk of the business transacted, in both 
directions, is in manufactured and consumer goods with textiles 
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playing a leading part. The United Kingdom finds a good market in 
Belgium for electrical goods, chemicals and metal manufactures 
including cutlery and hardware, and there appears to be an increasing 
demand for British motor cars and accessories. But the market is 
free not only to the United Kingdom but also to our Continental 
competitors, who have made enormous progress in recent years, and 
if we are to retain our present position, every means of sales promotion 
must be exploited and the opportunities provided by the Ghent Fair 
must not be overlooked. 

Ghent is the centre of the Belgian cotton, rayon and linen industries, 
and the textile section at the Ghent Fair is always one of the most 
important. There are also large displays of agricultural tractors and 
machinery as well as contractors’ plant. 

This year there will be two special exhibitions within the framework 
of the Fair. The first, the ‘‘ Family and Home Exhibition,’ will be a 
replica of a Belgian village in which only Belgian products will be 
shown. Similar products from other countries will occupy surround- 
ing stands. The second feature, the ‘‘ Dairy Show,” devoted to 
milk and related industries, will be international in character. 

Exhibitors in 1953 totalled more than a thousand, including 42 
from the United Kingdom. There were 450,000 visitors of whom 
some 11,000 came from countries outside Belgium.

Some Other Events 











France 


The balance of payments difficulties of France persist and this means 
that, for the time being at least, many United Kingdom firms will 
find that import licensing difficulties prevent any expansion of their 
trade. France has increased her liberalization to 52 per cent. but has 
off-set this to some extent by imposing a special temporary compensa- 
tion tax of 10/15 per cent. ad valorem on many liberalized goods. A

Strasbourg International Industrial Fair. September 4 to 19. 
The main sections are: agricultural implements and machinery ; 
road-making and public works equipment; office equipment ;

Marseilles International Fair. September 11 to 27. This is 
the most important trade fair in southern France. All classes of goods 
are exhibited and one million visitors were reported in 1953. United 
Kingdom agents: Butler’s Advertising Service, Ltd., 22 St. Giles 
High Street, London, W.C.2 (telephone : Temple Bar 5905). 


Metz International Fair. September 26 to October 11. This 
fair is situated in the industrial area of North-East France which 
offers a market for industrial plant and equipment of many kinds.

Western Germany 


An article on pages 1168-1170 of this Journal of May 29 last 
discussed the favourable opportunities for the United Kingdom 
exporter who is prepared to explore the German market and em- 
phasized the value of the German international fairs as a means of 
advertising United Kingdom goods and making useful contacts in 
Germany. Over 91 per cent. of Germany’s imports are liberalized 
as far as Britain and other O.E.E.C. countries are concerned. Most 
non-liberalized goods (about five per cent. out of nine per cent.) are 
represented by food and agricultural products, only 2-3 per cent. by 
manufactured goods, and 1-5 per cent. by raw materials. The further 
liberalization of a number of items of manufactured goods is expected 
in the near future. 


Cologne International Autumn Fair ; Household Goods and 
Hardware Fair, September 5 to 7 ; Textiles and Cl Fair, 
September 12 to 14. This is the main fair in Germany for household 
goods and hardware. United Kingdom agent: M. Neven du Mont, 
123 Pall Mall, London, S.W.1 (telephone : Whitehall 8211). 


Frankfurt International Fair. September 5 to 9. This is an 
important fair for exhibitors of textiles and clothing and is developing 
into the major German Fair for consumer goods. United Kingdom 
agents: Lep Transport, Ltd., Sunlight Wharf, Upper Thames Street, 
London, E.C.4.

Italy 


Since November 1951 when imports into Italy from O.E.E.C. 
countries have, with a few exceptions, been free of restriction, United 
Kingdom trade with Italy has shown a remarkable increase. That 
United Kingdom exporters have taken advantage of the opportunities 
available to them in this open market is illustrated by the fact that 
exports to Italy increased from £49-4 million at the end of 1952 to £60°6 
million for the year 1953. There is still scope for enterprise in exporting 
to Italy and, despite keen foreign competition, no reason why even 
greater. success should not be achieved. Among those products 
which have likely markets in Italy are scientific instruments ; sanitary 
ware ; hardware ; toys and radio components. 


Levant Fair, Bari. September 9 to 27. The Levant Fair is an 
important Mediterranean event which covers a wide range of products 
and is a good medium for advertising and selling British goods. 
The British Chamber of Commerce for Italy are proposing to organize 
a United Kingdom Pavilion similar to that which they installed in 
1953.

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English Firm’s Tender for Dams in 


United States 


IN the House of Commons on Tuesday, The President of the Board 
of Trade, Mr. Peter Thorneycroft, was asked what representations 
he had made to the United States Government about the grant of 
further contracts for the Chief Joseph and Dalles dams by the United 
States Army Department to United States firms, although the English 
Electric Company had tendered at a substantially lower price. 


The Minister of State, Board of Trade, Mr. Heathcoat Amory 
replied that representations stressing the importance we attached to 
the decisions on these contracts were made while they were under con- 
sideration by the United States Authorities. In view of the award, 
instructions had been sent to our Ambassador in Washington to make 
representations at the highest level, expressing our disappointment 
that this decision did not follow the more liberal policy which appeared 
to be foreshadowed by the President’s message to Congress. 


Ministry of Works Building 
Plant Exhibition 


QPENING the Building Plant Exhibition at Reading on June 24, 

Mr. J. R. Bevins, Parliamentary Secretary to the Ministry of 
Works, said the Exhibition was yet another illustration of the 
importance and the progressive character of the building and civil 
engineering industries. 


Today, these industries employed 1} million men. They were 
bigger than mining or agriculture. Last year their output reached 
the almost astronomical figure of £1,750 million. In the Southern 
Region alone, no fewer than 86,000 operatives are employed. 


The Exhibition, with its great range of building machinery, 
demonstrated one way of producing quicker and cheaper building— 
the exploitation of modern engineering techniques. Sixty firms were 
exhibiting their products. They came from all over England. They 
provided not only for the building adventurers who, with their 
bridges and harbours and great public works, were changing the 
faces and fortunes of distant lands, but also for the thousands of 
small builders who were doing so much at home. There were huge 
tower cranes which took loads up to 120 feet and hoists capable 
of lifting half a ton of bricks up to 100 feet; machines that bore 
holes in seconds, hand tools that fired bolts into concrete, and all the 
latest in scaffolding, lifting tackle and excavating plant.

PRODUCTION in the rayon industry in May was 5 per cent. 

higher than in April. Output of staple fibre rose by 9 per cent. 
but the rise in continuous filament yarn, over the April figure (now 
revised downwards), was less marked at 2 per cent. The overall 
increase of 5 per cent. between April and May this year compares 
with one of 12 per cent. between the same months of 1953 ; allowing 
for the fact that April was a shorter month, and also included the 
Easter holiday, there appears to have been no real improvement. 
Even so, May 1954 production was 3 per cent. higher than that of 
May, 1953.

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Strength of Sterling in International 
Trade 


HE Minister of State, Board of Trade, Mr. Heathcoat Amory, 

speaking at the annual dinner of the British National Committee 
of the International Chamber of Commerce in London on June 24, 
referred to international trade as the life blood of this country, and 
said the economic policies of Her Majesty’s Government were aimed 
at promoting the conditions in which we could best earn our living 
in a very competitive world. 


What were these conditions ? He would sum them up as economic 
stability and maximum production at home, and in the international 
sphere expanding world trade, making sterling a strong international 
currency, and actively co-operating in developing the resources of the 
Commonwealth, 


In all these directions a good deal of progress had been made 
during the last two years—United Kingdom production was now 
running at a record level and was more flexible, and for some time 
now our internal price level had been almost stable. We were once 
again paying our way. ‘The gold reserves had been steadily rising 
and our exports were shaping well in the face of growing competition. 
Sterling had strengthened in a most encouraging way. All over the 
world people seemed keener to earn it and readier to hold it. 


One could hardly exaggerate the importance of ensuring the 
strength of sterling. We should not forget that despite all the 
difficulties of the war and post-war period sterling remained the most 
important single currency in international trade. An impressive 
proportion of world trade was conducted in it. ‘That was something 
of which we could feel proud. 


A series of Commonwealth Conferences had resulted in an en- 
couraging degree of agreement as to policies aimed at increasing the 
flow of international—and inter-Commonwealth—trade and strength- 
ening the economies of the various countries of the Commonwealth. 

So far so good. He ought to say “ congratulations to all engaged 
in commerce and industry for results to date.”” But it was about the 
future level of international trade that he would like to speak. Even 
if the existing level of trade could be maintained or increased we in 
the United Kingdom were clearly going to have quite a tough job 
to sell enough to maintain and continue a steady improvement in our 
standard of living. If the level of trade were to shrink our task 
would be a pretty desperate one. 


What are the dangers and the handicaps to trade today ? One was 
the desire on the part of many countries to build up or expand their 
own industrial production under the protection of severe import 
restrictions. Another was the still more severe and sudden import 
restrictions which were apt to result from national balance of 
payments difficulties. A third was the reluctance of creditor countries 
always to follow good creditor policies—to open their doors on a 
reasonable scale to imports and to lend or invest abroad. 


For and Against G.A.T.T. 


In this kind of world it was clearly very important to decide our 
attitude to the main international organizations dealing with trade 
and finance. Perhaps two of the most important were the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund and G.A,.T.T. The latter seemed to 
generate strong passions. Some were vigorously for it, others 
equally violently against it. It was, he thought, important that we 
in the United Kingdom should be clear what we thought about it, 
and particularly now as G.A.T.T. was shortly coming up for review. 
Her Majesty's Government had agreed with the other Commonwealth 
Governments that we would have prior consultation with them before 
the review started. 


G.A.T.T. started from war time discussions to try to work out an 
international agreement to govern conduct in trade after the war. 
The first idea was an International Trade Organization. Perhaps this 
was too ambitious. At all events, nothing came of that project. But 
in 1947 a more limited agreement resulted which at present was 
subscribed to by thirty-four member nations. ‘That in itself was 
quite an achievement. First of all it embodied a large number of 
tariff concessions of very great value to our export trade. On a very 
broad estimate something like 40 per cent. or 45 per cent. of our 
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exports were covered by tariff concessions negotiated under G.A.T.T. 
In the case of the United States tariff, rates of duty had been reduced 
by between 4 and 4 on many of our staple exports. These were 
definite advantages, and the existence of G.A.T.T. with its general 
objective of lower tariffs acted as a deterrent to increases. 


In addition to tariff concessions, G.A.T.T. embodied general rules 
governing the commercial conduct of member countries. Perhaps 
the most important one—from the point of view of our export trade— 
was that which banned the use of quota restrictions as a protective 
device. ‘The agreement was that quantitative restrictions might only 
be imposed to meet balance of payments difficulties. Experience 
had shown that quota restrictions were the most serious of all 
obstacles to our export trade. They were more rigid and more 
sudden in their effects than tariffs and opened the way to all kinds 
of discriminatory and bilateral devices. 


There were a number of other rules to encourage trading on 
sensible lines, and the International Chamber of Commerce had made 
valuable proposals which had been taken up in G.A.T.T. Of 
course, against these advantages there were disadvantages in the form 
of limitations on our own freedom of action, and in particular the 
limitations which prevented the United Kingdom from increasing 
existing margins of Commonwealth Preference. 


What the Government and other Commonwealth countries had to 
decide about G.A.T.T. was whether on broad grounds such a scheme 
was in this country’s interest or not. In that consideration which 
was now in progress the Government would not forget how important 
it was to our traders that there should be as much stability and as 
few artificial restrictions and obstacles to trade as possible nor: would 
they forget the value of a co-operative organization which had as its 
object the acceptance of a code of sensible trading conduct as a means 
to the expansion of trade and commerce on sound lines.

and the description of the commodity need be filled in. 


Import of Bananas 


NOTICE to Importers No. 636 announced that existing licensing 
arrangements for the import of bananas would continue up to 
September 30, 1954. 

The Board of Trade now announce in Notice to Importers No. 664 
that similar arrangements will continue in operation until June 30, 
1955.

Report on Modern American 


Factory Design 


'AACTORY DESIGN in America has undergone developments in 

recent years on parallel with the growth of American productivity, 
making it an active contributor to the overall result. An informal 
report from the Building Research Station of the Department of 
Scientific and Industrial Research, and available only from the 
Station, goes some way to fill the gap. 

The B.R.S. sent its Superintending Architect, Mr. W. A. Allen, to 
America, where he was able to meet factory designers and visit modern 
factories. Time was not available to visit all types of factories, so 
Mr. Allen’s main effort was in relation to buildings for smaller scale 
processing and assembly ranging, for example, from radio valve 
manufacture to iron founding. Attention was also given to larger scale 
plants for heavy duty work, such as large assemblies and heavy pressing, 
but specialized construction such as is used for industries like steel 
making and rolling were entirely omitted. 

The Report covers planning policy, structural design, lighting, 
heating and ventilation, power equipment layout and numerous other 
matters. A number of factories are described in detail and there is a 
section dealing with the organization and services provided by the 
specialist factory design firms. 

The Report is called ‘‘ Modern American Factory Design.

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THURSDAY JUNE 24 
Importation of Wood from Canada and the United States 


The President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Peter ‘Thorneycroft, 
was asked what were the present restrictions on the importation of 
hard woods and soft woods, respectively, from Canada and the United 
States of America. He replied that for balance of payments reasons 
licences to import hardwood from Canada and the United States of 
America were granted only where suitable alternatives for essential 
purposes were not available from non-dollar sources. ‘There were no 
quantitative restrictions on imports of softwood. 


Polish Bilberries 


The general principle which the Board of Trade adopts in 
distributing licences for the import of Polish bilberries was that each 
request for a licence should be measured against the applicant’s past 
interest in the trade, the President stated. Exceptionally, as was 
made clear to the applicant at the time, licences for a large share of 
the quota were given in 1952 to an applicant who had not previously 
imported bilberries from Poland in order to avoid the possible waste 
of a perishable commodity. 


United States Import Restrictions 


In the House of Lords a questioner asked whether any, and if so 
which, Department of State had prepared any convenient summary of 
restrictions and obstacles upon imports into the United States of 
America including tariffs, preferences for American contractors, 
obstacles due to classification of rules and practices, or impracticable 
marking requirements, publishing and copyright restrictions, restric- 
tions imposed on public health grounds, miscellaneous administrative 
restrictions and the like ; and whether an undertaking could be given 
that before any re-negotiation of the General Agreement on Tariffs 
and Trade this information could be embodied in a White Paper or 
otherwise made available. 

Lord Mancroft, speaking for the Board of Trade, replied that no 
suitable summary of the various legislative and administrative 
obstacles to imports mentioned was available from among the 
examinations which had been undertaken individually and collectively 
by Departments at various times on United States trading policies and 
practices. A number of comprehensive studies had, however, been 
made in the United States. The most convenient and compre- 
hensive of these was the report by the Public Advisory Board for 
Mutual Security to the President of the United States, commonly 
known as the Bell Report, which was published in February 1953. 
This was still substantially up to date, and he would make it available 
in the Library for reference. 


TUESDAY JUNE 29 
East-West Trade 


The Minister of State, Board of Trade, Mr. Heathcoat Amory. 
stated that the President was not yet in a position to make a statement 
on relaxations of restrictions on East-West trade. 


Control of Fungus Diseases 


Asked if the Board of Trade would allow the import of S.R. 406 
into this country for the control of fungus diseases, Mr. Heathcoat 
Amory said he understood that S.R. 406 was available only from the 
United States of America and that it had not yet been proved in large 
scale trials to be an effective fungicide under United Kingdom con- 
ditions. In order, however, to enable its efficiency to be tested, 
import licences for limited quantities had been issued during the last 
eighteen months and the Board of Trade were prepared to consider 
further applications for licences to import the material for experi- 
mental purposes.

Report on Mission to Middle East 


The President was asked what steps he was taking to encourage the 
implementation of paragraph 86 of the Report of the United Kingdom 
Trade Mission to Iraq, Kuwait, the Lebanon, Syria and Saudi 
Arabia, which stated that directors and senior officers of companies 
should pay extended visits to Middle Eastern countries in order to 
secure the confidence of the people who mattered. 


Mr. Heathcoat Amory pointed out that in his foreword to the 
Mission’s Report, the President invited special attention to the 
recommendation that in the markets of the Middle East there was no 
substitute for knowledge acquired by personal visits. He felt confident 
that firms interested in these markets would bear in mind the import- 
ance of visits by their directors or other senior executives. 


Duty-Free Imports of Machinery 


In view of the lifting of certain restrictions on the importation of 
dollar machinery, the President was asked whether he would use 
his powers, where applications to import machinery were granted, 
to permit such machinery to be imported duty-free. 

Mr. Amory replied that the President had under consideration 
the question of duty-free licensing of imports of machinery, including 
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machinery from dollar sources, in the light of the Report of the Com- 
mittee which was set up to consider this subject. He hoped to be 
able to publish the Report and make a statement before the House 
rose for the Summer Recess. 


Apples from North America 


The President was asked what consultations he had with apple 
growers during his recent visit to Canada, and when the supply of 
Canadian apples to British domestic consumers would be resumed 
in the near future as the result of his talks. 

Mr. Amory replied that while the President was in Canada he re- 
ceived deputations from first, the Nova Scotia and the Ontario apple 
growers and, later, the British Columbia growers, and he was glad to 
have the opportunity of hearing at first hand of conditions in those 
industries and of the importance of the United Kingdom market to 
them. He told them that he was sorry that he could give no under- 
taking when we should be able to afford to import apples from North 
America. 


Import Duties Drawback 


Mr. Amory told a questioner that the import duties drawback 
scheme for artificial silk staple fibre used in the manufacture of 
articles for export came to an end on December 31, 1951, in respect 
of all subsequent imports. 


Hire Purchase and Credit Sales 


Asked on what grounds it was necessary to maintain in force the 
Hire Purchase and Credit Sale Agreements (Control) Order, Statutory 
Instrument, 1952, No. 121, which affects a wide range of household 
goods ; and if steps would be taken to rescind the order, the Parlia- 
mentary Secretary to the Board, Mr. Henry Strauss, said the President 
was examining the scope of the Order but it was not yet possible to 
make a statement. 


Exports to the Soviet and China 
Asked if the President would issue an up-to-date list of the goods 
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and articles for the export of which to the Union of Soviet Socialist 
Republics and to the Republic of China, respectively, licences might 
and might not be granted by his department, Mr. Amory said as 
regards the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics he would refer to the 
answer which he gave on June 3. 


The China embargo list was published in the Official Report on 
June 19, 1951. There had been minor changes and traders should 
continue to consult the Board of Trade or the Ministry of Supply, 
as might be appropriate, about particular goods. A list which gave 
a general indication of the kinds of goods for which normally an export 
licence for China would be granted was published in the Board of 
Trade Journal of June 12 last. 


Exports to Canada 


Asked what opportunities there were for expanding our exports 
to Canada of heavy engineering products, Mr. Amory said the capital 
development schemes projected or already being undertaken in 
Canada provided many and varied opportunities for our heavy engin- 
eering products and he was confident that British industry would do 
all it could to win an increasing share of this valuable trade. 


There was also a potential market in Canada for pedigree livestock 
from this country, especially for bulls, cows and heifers, he told 
another questioner, but prices there were very competitive, and the 
high freight costs and the expense and delay necessitated by the 
quarantine regulations were a considerable handicap to our exporters. 


Savoy Hotel Report 


Asked if the Board of Trade would publish the Report of the 
Committee of Inquiry into the formation by the directors of Savoy 
Hotels Limited of the subsidiary Worcester Property Holdings 
Limited ; and what action it was proposed to take on the matter, 
Mr. Strauss said the Inspector’s Report was being printed and 
arrangements had been made for its publication, and for copies to 
be available in the Vote Office, the following afternoon.

Continued Increase in Foreign Trade Movement With Cargo 


HE TOTAL net tonnage of vessels entering with cargo in the 
foreign trade at United Kingdom ports in May (6:2 million 
tons) was, on a daily average basis, 5 per cent. higher than in 
April and 6 per cent. higher than in May 1953. 
May 1953 the tonnage of foreign vessels increased by 10 per cent. 
and that of Commonwealth vessels by 4 per cent. On a daily average 
basis clearances with cargo were only slightly higher than in April 
but were 5 per cent. higher than in May 1953. Here, too, the increase 
in foreign tonnage was greater than that in Commonwealth tonnage 
(9 per cent. compared with 2 per cent.). 


Vessels in Ballast 


The total net tonnage of vessels entering in ballast was 2 per cent. 


lower than in May 1953 and, on a daily average basis, 4 per cent. 
lower than in April. The decreases in both cases were due to decreases 
in the tonnages of foreign vessels and the tonnages of Commonwealth 
vessels in ballast increased. There was a particularly large decrease 
(21 per cent.) compared with April in the tonnage of foreign vessels. 
Total clearances in ballast in May were 5 per cent. higher than in 
May last year but, on a daily average basis, were 2 per cent. lower 
than in April.

shipped abroad, or shipped in the United Kingdom for discharge abroad, 
or passengers from or for a port outside the United Kingdom. 


The coasting trade statistics include vessels carrying only coastwise 
cargo or passengers from port to port in the United Kingdom, and vessels 
moving between these ports without at the time having on board cargo or 
passengers from or for a port abroad. For example, the coastwise move- 
ment in ballast includes foreign trade vessels which, having completed the 
discharge of cargo or passengers from abroad at one United Kingdom port, 
proceed coastwise to another port to load for the return voyage. 


(3) Cargo figures relate to vessels which load or unload merchandise, 
bullion, specie or mail, except those loading or unloading only Government 
stores, bunkers or ships’ stores, 


(4) Ballast figures relate to all vessels other than these defined in (3) 
and include vessels loading or unloading only Government stores, bunkers, 
ships’ stores or passengers. 


(5) Vessels in the foreign trade, calling during the course of a single 
voyage at more than one port of the United Kingdom, are recorded as 
entered and cleared at one port only, but as arrived and departed at each 
port.

Ceylon’s Steadily Improving Economic Position and 
Outlook for U.K. Exports and Capital 


Pottery from Britain 
in a Colombo bazaar 
store. 


This article has been written for the Board of Trade Journal by the United Kingdom Trade Commissioner in Ceylon. 
The Commercial Relations and Exports Department, Board of Trade, Horse Guards Avenue, London, S.W.1, will be 
pleased to answer any questions arising from the article. 


EYLON has continued to afford good opportunities to the 

United Kingdom exporter, despite her recent economic difficulties, 

since the last article in this series was published in the Board of 
Trade Journal of September 13, 1952. 

A year ago her external assets were melting away ; she was saddled 
with industrial schemes of doubtful value ; and partly because of 
the high cost of imported rice, the balance of trade was heavily 
against her. Yet her overseas purchases remained at a high level. 
She bought £121 million worth of goods in 1953, compared with 
£128 million worth in 1952, and only £117 million in the boom year 
of 1951. Prices in 1953 were lower than in 1952, and in fact the 
volume of imports last year was an all-time record, achieved despite 
higher import duties provided for by an austerity Budget. 

That Budget, which was generally regarded as a courageous attempt 
to set the stage for economic recovery, is now beginning to bear fruit. 
In December 1953, Ceylon’s external assets showed a slight increase, 
the first for many months, and the position has improved further since 
then. The balance of trade last year was still unfavourable, but at 
~{3 million it was £12 million better than the year before. 

The Government’s more cautious attitude to industrial projects 
and its greater realization of the importance of agricultural production, 
show that it is realized that Ceylon must continue to look overseas 
for the bulk of her requirements of manufactured goods ; and that 
her ability to buy them is still directly related to the prosperity of her 
three main crops—tea, rubber and coconuts. 


Tea, the most important of the three, continues to prosper. 
336 million lbs. were exported in 1953, 21 million more than the 
year before. The value at £62 million was nearly £8 million higher 
than in 1952, and there is every likelihood that prices will be main- 
tained in 1954. Earnings from the main coconut products, however, 
fell from £26-8 million in 1951 to £19 million in 1952, and in 1953 
recovered only slightly to £20-1 million. 

Ceylon has been to some extent protected from the decline in the 
world price of rubber by her five-year agreement with China. In 
1953 she sold China nearly 60,000 metric tons of rubber valued at 
£17:3 million compared with the world price of £9 million, and she 
will continue to benefit from this agreement in the current year, 
although it is stimulating an increase in sheet production at the 
expense of crepe, which the Chinese do not want, and this may have 
unfortunate consequences, 

On the other hand the steady increase in Ceylon’s overseas food 
bill, which accounts for half her expenditure overseas, has been 
virtually stopped. This follows the abolition in the 1953 Budget of 
the subsidies on rice: a change of major importance. She spent 
£24 million on imported rice in 1953, and while she will spend about 
the same amount this year it will bring in about 15 per cent. more 
rice. ‘There should be a drop in her rice bill in future years ; and 
the less she has to spend on food the more will be available to buy 
manufactured goods.

Pattern of Import Trade 


In recent years the United Kingdom has continued to be Ceylon’s 
main supplier. She supplied 19-7 per cent. of Ceylon’s overseas 
purchases in 1950, and her share rose to 21-9 per cent. in 1951, and 
to 22-4 per cent. in 1952. Last year that level was virtually maintained 
with a figure of 22:3 per cent. The value of supplies from the United 
Kingdom fell by £1-7 million, which was no more than proportionate 
to the fall in Ceylon’s total imports. This is encouraging in view of 
the threat of increased competition from other countries, including, 
for example, Japan. Indeed Japan’s share of the market fell by one- 
third to £5-2 million in 1953, largely due to lower shipments of artificial 
silk piece-goods. 

Other changes were a drop in the share enjoyed by North America 
(from 11 to four per cent.) chiefly because of reduced imports of 
rice from the United States and of flour from Canada. Conversely 
Australia’s share increased because she supplied flour instead of

Canada. The most spectacular increase was in purchases from 
China (mainly rice) which leaped from two per cent. of the total to 
13 to make China Ceylon’s second most important supplier. 

Of the countries supplying manufactured goods India’s share 
showed no change, but both Italy and Germany increased their 
percentage shares (from one to 2-6 and from one to 1°5 respectively) 
although their total supplies are still small. 


Main Commodity Changes 


The lower import prices referred to above were spread over a 
wide range of manufactured goods. ‘There was a marked drop in the 
price of textiles ; for example, cotton piece-goods fell by 15 per cent., 
and while the volume remained the same, value fell by £1 million to 
£7-5 million. Purchases from the United Kingdom increased from 
9 million yards in 1952 to 14 million yards, mainly at the expense of 
imports from the United States. Lower imports of artificial silk 
piece-goods from Japan reduced the value from £4°8 million to 
£2°7 million. 

The number of cars imported from the United Kingdom fell by 
200 to 4,600, at a reduced unit value, and as the principal supplier 
the United Kingdom had to bear the brunt of Ceylon’s heavily reduced 
imports of commercial vehicles (1,090 in 1953 compared with 1,738 
in 1952). 

Cement shipments from the United Kingdom fell from the high 
level of 1952 (109,000 tons) to 77,000 tons. While this was mainly 


due to reduced total imports made possible by Ceylon’s new cement 
factory, it was partly attributable to successful price competition 
from Japan which increased supplies from 14,000 to 34,000 tons. 
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Similarly a fall in imports of petroleum oil from the United Kingdom 
was due to the loss of the bunkering oil market to Italy, which increased 
her share from 8-2 million gallons to 44:7 million gallons in 1953. 
Ceylon’s purchases of cheaper refined sugar from Australia and 
British West Indies also meant lower exports from the United 
Kingdom. 

On the other hand United Kingdom supplies of iron and steel goods 
showed an improvement in 1953, a fall in tinned sheets being more 
than offset by increases in galvanized sheets (1,300 tons to 3,700 tons) 
and tubes and pipes (from 2,900 tons to 4,700 tons). The United 
Kingdom supplied virtually the whole of Ceylon’s requirements of 
ammonium sulphate, eliminating competition from Belgium and the 
Netherlands. In the paper and cardboard group, the quantity 
of printing and wrapping papers shipped increased from 79,000 cwt. 
in 1952 to 109,000 ewt. in 1953, although at much lower prices.

Outlook for the Future 


Ceylon has recently taken active steps to attract much needed 
foreign capital for general economic development. An Act empowering 
the Government to raise Rs. 600 million Development Loans in the 
United Kingdom and Ceylon and from the International Bank was 
passed early in February. Both the Prime Minister and the Minister 
of Finance have given assurances that foreign investment will be 
welcomed. ‘The latter has said that foreign capital will be warmly 
welcomed provided that no political strings are attached ; there will 
be no nationalization of enterprise and no expropriation of foreign 
capital ; there will be no restriction on the transfer of profits, dividends 
and capital appreciation ; there will be no stipulation that the entry 
of foreign capital and enterprise will be subject to a maximum share 
for nationals, although it is hoped that foreign investors will in their 
own interest associate national capital and enterprise. Immigration 
policy, it was stated, will be shaped to facilitate the acquisition of 
residence permits by foreign investors ; and once an undertaking 
had been established with the aid of foreign capital there will be no 
discrimination against it. The first tangible result of the Loan Act, 
which has aroused some criticism from the protagonists of ‘‘ Ceyloniza- 
tion "’ because of its liberal attitude towards foreign capital, has been 
Ceylon’s entry into the London money market for the first time since

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All-British Exhibition to be held in 
Copenbagen 


]? was announced by Sir Norman Kipping, Director-General of 

the Federation of British Industries, at a luncheon given in Copen- 
hagen on Tuesday by Mr. Christian Saugman, President of the British 
Import Union of Denmark, that a British trade fair and exhibition 
will be held at Copenhagen from Thursday, September 29 to Sunday, 
October 16, 1955. Her Majesty the Queen, and His Majesty the King 
of Denmark, it is stated by the F.B.I., have agreed to grant their 
patronage to the exhibition, which will also have the support of the 
British and Danish Governments. Like the highly successful British 
exhibitions in 1932 and 1948, the last of which attracted over a million 
visitors, it will be organized by the British Import Union of Denmark 
in collaboration with the Federation of British Industries. 

Anglo-Danish trade is at a high level, and it is of the greatest im- 
portance to both countries that it should continue to increase. Britain 
is, and has long been, far and away Denmark’s best customer. In 
1953 British imports from Denmark were £128 million (c.i.f.) or 
about 40 per cent. of Denmark’s total exports. British exports to 
Denmark were £64 million (f.o.b.) in 1952 and £78 million in 1953. 
On a per capita basis Denmark is a close second to Norway as Britain’s 
best market in Europe. In a period of growing competition, the trade 
fair and exhibition will provide a timely opportunity for British 
manufacturers to show Denmark—and neighbouring countries—the 
latest developments in both capital and consumer goods, ranging from 
heavy engineering and transport to textiles, leatherware and pottery. 

The exhibition will be held in Copenhagen’s Tivoli Gardens and 
in the Forum, where the existing buildings will be supplemented by 
British-made temporary structures. In addition to the trade exhibits, 
plans are being made for spectacular British attractions to be staged 
in Copenhagen during the period of the exhibition, 

The Federation of British Industries is making available the services 
of its subsidiary company, British Overseas Fairs Ltd., which was 
formed last year to run the British Trade Fair at Baghdad. Mr. D. A. 
Lamb, the company’s Exhibition Organizer, will be manager of the 
Copenhagen Trade Fair and Exhibition, with a Danish assistant, and 
the company will be responsible for all arrangements in the United 
Kingdom. As far as possible space charges will be on the same basis 
as in 1948, taking into account the increases in costs since then. 
A prospectus will be issued early in September, but meanwhile 
enquiries from prospective exhibitors will be welcomed by British 
Overseas Fairs Ltd., 21 Tothill Street, London, S.W.1.

1939 when in March 1954 a prospectus was issued for a £5 million 
loan. The loan was well subscribed. 

Ceylon is now entering a new phase in her development programme. 
The pace of her attempted industrial advance has been slowed, partly 
on the advice of the International Bank Mission which visited the 
Island, and partly through lack of funds, and she is now concentrating 
on a smaller number of factories which are considered to be reasonably 
economic propositions. The cement factory is now in its third year, 
and it is expected that during the present year the new paper mill and 
pottery factory will come into production, as will vegetable oil and 
D.D.T. plants. When these projects are functioning the demand 
for their products from overseas will obviously be less than previously 
as in the case of cement, but as the development of the Island proceeds 
it seems likely that total demand will rise, and there may not in the 
event be a serious drop in imports. 
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Warning to Holders of “Treaty 
Merchant” Visas in U.S.A. 


British business men in the United States who hold “ 3(6) ”’ (Treaty 

Trader) or “ E-1” (Treaty Merchant) Visas do not always realize 

that they must report periodically to the United States authorities. 

Firms are advised to ensure that any of their staff concerned know 

about the requirements of the relevant United States regulations, 
which are summarized below : 


BRITISH holder of a United States ‘‘ 3(6) ” (Treaty Trader) or 

**E-1” (Treaty Merchant) Visa, or any of his dependents living 
in the United States, is required under the United States Immigration 
and Nationality Regulations to report, on or shortly before the expiry 
date of the period of his residence in the United States provided-for 
by his visa, to the United States Immigration Service Office respon- 
sible for the district in which he is residing. This will normally 
involve reporting annually. The visa holder will, on reporting, be 
required to show that :— 


(i) he continues to be eligible for re-admission to the United 
Kingdom or to the country from which he came ; and 

(ii) he is otherwise eligible under the United States Immigration 
Laws and Regulations to maintain non-immigrant status. 


Failure by the visa-holder to report or to produce the evidence 
required under the United States Immigration Regulations may 
result in his receiving official notice to leave the United States.

‘*¢ Made in Canada ” Rulings 


MEMORANDUM Series D, No. 51, M.C.R .175, dated June 15, 
1954, issued by the Canadian Department of National Revenue, 

states that Reciprocating Air Compressors which are at present ruled 

of ‘‘a class or kind not made in Canada” are to be transferred to the 

category of ‘‘a class or kind made in Canada.” 

Note.—This ruling is not to apply to the following Reciprocating 


Air Compressors: (1) Internal Combustion Direct Engine 
Driven Reciprocating Compressors with engine and compression 
pistons driven from a common crank shaft. (2) Laboratory 
and experimental units. 


Memoranda Series D Nos. 51 M.C.R. 176, 177 and 178, all dated 

June 16, 1954, state respectively that :— 

(1) Multiple Post Hydraulic Garage Hoists are to be transferred from 
the category of ‘‘a class or kind not made in Canada’”’ to that of ‘‘a 
class or kind made in Canada.”” (Note.—Single Post Hydraulic 
Garage Hoists have previously been ruled to be of “‘a class or 
kind made in Canada.”’) 


(2) Single Speed, Single Gear, Power Take-Offs for use on motor 
trucks are to be transferred from the category of ‘‘a class or kind 
not made in Canada’’ to that of ‘‘a class or kind made in Canada.” 


(3) Portable Automatic Oil Changers, designed for pumping the 
used oil from the crankcases of motor vehicle engines, marine 
engines and similar installations, are to be transferred from the 
category of “a class or kind made in Canada”’ to that of “‘a class 
or kind not made in Canada.”’ 


Memorandum Series D No. 51 M.C.R. 179, dated June 21, 1954, 
states that Rope Wire capable of withstanding a tensile breaking 
strain of over 160,000 pounds per square inch up to and including a 
maximum tensile breaking strain of 130 long tons per square inch, is 
to be transferred from the category of ‘‘a class or kind not made in 
Canada’”’ to that of ‘‘a class or kind made in Canada.”” (Note.—Rope 
Wire capable of withstanding a tensile breaking strain up to and 
including 160,000 pounds has previously been ruled to be of a class 
or kind made in Canada.)

Belgo-Luxembourg Economic Union 
and Finland 


HE MAJESTY’S Embassy in The Hague have forwarded the text 
of the Tenth Additional Protocol to the Trade Agreement of 
November 6, 1945, between the Belgo-Luxembourg Economic Union 
and Finland. This Protocol was signed on June 2 in Brussels, and 
covers the period June 1, 1954 to May 31, 1955. 

Finnish exports are estimated at 860 million Belgian francs and 
imports at 706 million Belgian francs. The difference between the 
value of Finnish exports and imports is reserved for the payment of 
rails purchased on credit from Belgium during 1949/1952. 

Exports from the B.L.E.U. to Finland will include: agricultural and 
food products; iron and steel products; chemicals (including 
sodium sulphate, calcium chloride, fertilizers, pigments and aniline 
dyes) ; textiles, glass and glassware ; non-ferrous metals ; rubber 
tyres ; sensitized photographic and X-ray material. 

Finnish exports to the B.L.E.U. will include: sawn timber and 
pitprops ; pulpwood ; plywood ; paper and paperboard ; cellulose ; 
newsprint ; and cheese.

Anglo-Spanish Trade & Payments Discussions 


DISCUSSIONS took place in London from June 14 to June 26 with 
a Spanish Delegation to review the working of the arrangements 
(which run until the end of the year) governing Anglo-Spanish trade 
and payments. 

The review, which was carried out in a cordial spirit, confirmed 
that the arrangements were working satisfactorily. Discussions re- 
garding the arrangements for trade in 1955 will be held towards the 
end of 1954 in Madrid. 


France and Norway 


THE FRENCH Moniteur Officiel du Commerce et de L’ Industrie of 
May 27, reported that a Protocol was signed in Oslo on May 13 
covering trade between France and Norway for the period April 1, 
1954, to March 31, 1955. 

French exports to Norway will include fresh fruit and vegetables, 
coffee, wines and spirits, potash, dressed furskins, plywood, textiles, 
chinaware, and clocks and watches. 

Norwegian exports to France will include fish, fish liver oils, fatty 
alcohols, and newsprint.

Poland and Austria 


HER MAJESTY’S Ambassador at Vienna reports that Trade and 
Payments Agreements between Poland and Austria were initialled in 
Warsaw on May 14. Both Agreements have been provisionally in 
force as from April 1 and lists of goods to be exchanged have been 
drawn up to cover trade until March 31, 1955. 

Polish exports to Austria will include coal, seeds, chemical products 
and dyestuffs, fresh eggs and chicory root. 

Austrian exports to Poland will include capital investment goods, 
mining installations, machinery, ball bearings, telephone, telegraph 
and radio equipment, electric measuring instruments, ores, fertilizers, 
magnesite bricks, pig iron, iron and steel products, veneers, graphite, 
talc and shoes. 


Yugoslavia and Brazil 


THE British Embassy at Rio de Janeiro reports that a new trade 
agreement has been concluded between Brazil and Yugoslavia, to 
replace the existing agreement which expired on June 11, 1954. 

The text of the new agreement has not yet been published but it 
is understood that an exchange of goods totalling U.S.$18 million 
in each direction is envisaged during the coming year. 


BOARD OF TRADE JOURNAI 


Canada, Japan and G.A.T.T. 


HE Canada-Japan Trade Agreement (see Board of Trade Journal 

of April 10, 1954, page 760) was ratified and came into force on 
June 7, 1954 

It has now been announced that, subject to the provisions of that 
Agreement, Canada has accepted the G.A.T.T. Declaration concerning 
the application of the G.A.T.T. to commercial relations between the 
Contracting Parties and Japan. The Declaration will become effective 
between Canada and Japan on July 9, 1954, and commercial relations 
between the two countries will accordingly be governed by the 
G.A.T.T. and the Trade Agreement.

ARTICLE 1: 

The temporary rules for the initial application of the new Customs 
Tariff established under Presidential Decree No. 453 of July 8, 1950, and 
the successive additions and modifications in force up to the date of the 
present Decree, including those referring to the Customs regime for meat 
and livestock under Presidential Decree No, 731 of October 9, 1953, are 
extended up to July 14, 1955. 

ArTICLE 2: 

To Article 3 (b) of the table attached to Presidential Decree No. 453 of 
July 8, 1950, and successive additions and modifications, are included the 
additions and modifications shown in the annexed table signed by the 
Minister of Finance.

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Jordan’s Revised Import Regulations 


HE JORDAN GOVERNMENT has issued details of 

import regulations which are now in force in the Hashemite 

Kingdom of Jordan. The summary of these regulations which is 
given below replaces all previous notices on this subject. 

Although Jordan is a member of the Sterling Area her payments 
to other Sterling Area countries are subject to exchange control. 

Exporters are advised to ensure that, unless a business relationship 
is of long standing and has proved satisfactory, a confirmed letter of 
credit is opened. 

The rate of exchange (official) is: 1 Jordanian Dinar (JD.1)=£1 
sterling.

Importers 


Merchants may be registered to import commodities under one or 
more of the headings of the Commodity Import Programme shown 
at Appendix I. In order to be registered, a Jordanian must prove :— 
(a) that he is a Jordanian, or has been domiciled in Jordan for a 

period of at least five years ; 
(b) that he is financially able to import ; 
(c) that he has had trading experience of at least three years, operating 
under a trade licence (this condition may be waived) ; 
(d) that he trades from suitable premises, and maintains separate 
premises for different types of commodities. 
Exceptions to the requirement for importers to be registered are 
shown at Appendix II. 


Commodities 


Import licences and foreign exchange are granted to importers 
enabling them to import goods (under the Commodity Import Pro- 
gramme) for which they are registered with the Jordan Imports Depart- 
ment. These licences are issued according to the importers’ entitle- 
ments within the limits of the foreign currency allocated for the 
various categories of goods. Similar goods in excess of the importers’ 
entitlements under the Import Programme, and many other classes 
of goods, may be imported on payment of Customs fines as detailed 
in the appendices to this notice. Official exchange is not allocated 
for the import of these goods, and importers must obtain the necessary 
foreign currency from unofficial sources. United Kingdom exporters 
who wish to pay a country outside the Sterling Area for goods exported 
to Jordan are reminded that, if they receive payment in sterling on an 
unofficial basis, they will not be provided with foreign exchange nor 
be allowed to credit a non-resident account, since such payments 
would contravene United Kingdom Exchange Control regulations. 

When goods can be obtained from soft currency countries they 
will not be admitted from hard currency countries with the exception 
of those goods approved in the Hard Currency Programme (Appendix 
VII) for which a limited amount of foreign exchange will be officially 
allocated. 


Conditions of Issue of Import Licences 


Allocations of foreign currency for the various categories under the 
Import Programme are made twice a year ; the total allocation for 
each commodity group is not normally made public. 

Import licences are issued to importers covering their entitlements 
of the allocations reserved for each category of goods under the 
Import Programme. ‘Two months after each issue of licences, which 
are made twice annually, entitlements which have not been fully 
taken up are re-distributed. 

Goods may only be imported through the ports as specified in the 
endorsement on the import licence. This is usually the port of Aqaba. 

Import Licensing fees are :— 

(a) for issue: 2 per cent. of value ; 

(b) for renewal: 4 per cent. of value ; 

(c) for amendments : JD.4 per amendment, but :— 

(i) for amendments of weight, quantity, place, terms of pay- 
ment, and amendments of validity consequent upon a 
change of country of origin or place of shipment : no fee ; 

(ii) foramendments of country of origin and place of shipment : 
a single fee ; 

(iii) Amendment fees may not exceed total issue and renewal 
fees paid. 


Import licences are valid for six months, but concessions may be 
made in the case of machinery and industrial goods with long delivery 
periods. When a letter of credit has been opened and remains valid 
until the date of expiry of the licence, application may be made for 
the licence to be renewed within one month of the expiry date. The 
renewal may be for the value of the letter of credit only, and normally 
for a maximum period of four months. ‘This concession also applies 
in other cases for goods already shipped but which have not arriv ed 
when the licence expires. In no instance may any licence be renewed 
more than once under either concession. 


Payment by Letter of Credit 


An irrevocable letter of credit (which, for an import licence en- 
dorsed for letter-of-credit payment, must be opened, and may be, too, 
for a C.A.D. licence) has to be taken out within three months of the 
date of issue of the licence. It should be valid to cover the import 
licence. 

A letter-of-credit licence may be utilized to settle C.A.D. drafts 
during the same period. 


C.A.D. Payment 


To obtain a licence endorsed for C.A.D. payment, an importer 
must prove he normally imports on a C.A.D. basis. He must submit 
a bank guarantee of 10 per cent. of the value of the licence (except for 
factories, which may offer a commercial guarantee): this guarantee 
should cover the validity period of the licence. If the goods do not 
arrive within the period of validity or the renewed period, the guarantee 
with a margin of 10 per cent. of the value of the licence is forfeit 
to the Treasury as a fine. In exceptional circumstances a fine of 
20 per cent. may be imposed. 


Documentary Evidence 
y 


The following documents must be provided when importing goods 
into Jordan :- 
1. Bill of lading ; 
2. Commercial invoices (original and at least one copy)—see 
below 
3. Import licence. 


Commercial invoices must be certified by a Chamber of Commerce 
or similar organization in the country of exportation, and legalized 
by the Jordan Consul in such towns as these exist (London only at 
present). Invoices for goods exported from other places, where no 
Jordan Consul is established, need only certification by a Chamber 
of Commerce or similar organization, 


If the invoices are not authenticated or presented in clearance, the 
importer will be fined 1 per cent. ad valorem. The Chamber of 
Commerce may require the commercial invoice to be submitted in 
duplicate, both copies bearing the following form of declaration :— 


‘* We certify this invoice to be true and correct and in accord- 
ance with our books, also that the goods are of 
origin. 
(Signed) 
Director, Secretary, Partner or 
Proprietor.” 
Note :—Certification or legalization is not required, however, for 
a commercial invoice (a) where the value of the goods is less than 
JD.25 ; and/or (b) on goods imported by official or unofficial institu- 
tions that are customarily exempted from paying customs duty.

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Colombia Modifies Import Controls 


Y DECREE No. 1528 of May 12, 1954, the Colombian Govern- 
ment has consolidated the list of articles which require the previous 
consent of the Ministries of Agriculture, Development, Health, 
etc., for their import into Colombia. 

In addition, the Decree (i) suspends all earlier provisions of a

Exports to Costa Rica 


I ER MAJESTY’S Embassy in San Jose report that according to 

an announcement made recently in the local press by the Director 
General of Customs, the following new requirements for invoices 
covering imports into Costa Rica will come into effect on July 1, 
1954 :— 

Invoices covering imports into Costa Rica shall not have any 
enclosures or supplementary sheets which are not originally attached 
by exporters abroad. Furthermore, the type and/or handwriting 
appearing on such enclosures o1 supplementary sheets shall be exactly 
the same as that which appears on the invoices. Such enclosures or 
supplementary sheets shall also consist of the same letter-head paper 
used for the invoice itself. 

In future, therefore, whenever it is necessary for exporters to attach 
enclosures or supplementary sheets to invoices, these should be 
attached to each one of the three documents (original and two copies 
of the invoice), as required by the Costa Rican Customs regulations.

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French Sales Tax Modified 


THE PRODUCTION TAX hitherto collected in France on 

transactions involving, among other things, the sale of goods, 
which was chargeable also on imported goods as a percentage of the 
duty-paid value is replaced by a tax described as a tax on the added 
value collected on transactions. The new tax law is to take effect 
as from July 1, 1954, and makes certain other changes in the French 
internal taxation system. 

Full information as to the effect on individual transactions is not 
yet available but meanwhile inquiries may be addressed to the Export 
Services Branch (Tariff Section), Board of Trade, Room 727, Lacon 
House, Theobalds Road, London, W.C.1. 

It is thought that the general effect is a slight increase in taxation. 


Conditional Exemptions from 
French Import Duty

Classification under this Item depends also on a report, furnished 
by the Inspectorate General of Agricultural and Industrial Products, 
showing that the fabrics in question are not economically manufactured 
in this country. 


Such fabrics as are not exclusively employed as mentioned above 
shall be considered to have evaded the duties to which they would have 
been liable had they not been classified under this item. Fabrics 
which, owing to wear, have become completely unfit to continue to 
serve as machine accessories may, however, be otherwise employed. 

The undertakings must record in an appropriate register the quantities 
of fabrics imported and the purpose for which they have been employed, 
and must furnish for inspection by the customs authorities all the 
particulars required to verify their destination. 


The wording of the first paragraph of the footnote to Item 689-B 
is altered as follows :— 

This Item includes installations consisting of a pump or motor 
pump, sprinklers, and the respective metallic tubing with devices to 
connect the tubes, including bends and stop-valves. It also includes 
the lengths of hose required to connect the pump to the tubing and 
the latter to each sprinkler.

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New Indian Rules for Imports of 
Textiles, Sulphur, Diesels 


THE UNITED KINGDOM Trade Commissioner in New Delhi 
has forwarded copies of various Notifications which modify 
India’s import regulations as follows :— 


(1) Artificial Silk Yarn (falling under Serial No. 177 of Part IV of the 
I.T.C. Schedule). 

The Government of India has decided on the following licensing 
policy for the import of artificial silk yarn for the period July-December 
1954. 

Licences to import artificial silk yarn will be granted to established 
importers on a quota basis and applications entertained from certain 
categories of actual users, Licences issued will have a validity period 
of six months. 

Licences will not be valid for the import of double yarn and twisted 
yarn, fourth quality yarn and yarn of deniers between 101 and 119 
inclusive, or for staple fibre yarn. They may, however, be utilized for the 
port of other synthetic yarns like nylon, grillion, ardil and casein. 

After the allotments for the period have been made applications 
from actual users for additional licences will be considered on an 
ad hoc basis. 

Applications for synthetic fibres and yarns other than staple fibre 
and rayon yarn, i.e. nylon, grillion, merinova, ardil and casein, etc. for 
actual use, also for stock and sale will be considered on an ad hoc basis. 
(Public Notice No. 54-I.T.C. (P.N.)/54 dated May 29, 1954.) 


(2) Woollen fabrics, Blankets and Rugs and Manufactures of Wool. 
(Serial Nos. 186, 187, 191, 192, 204 and 206 of Part IV). 

The Government of India has made an advance announcement of 
policy for the import of woollen fabrics, blankets and rugs and manu- 
factures of wool not otherwise specified. 

Licences will be granted to established importers on a quota basis. 
Such importers maintaining their own tailoring establishments, and 
selling woollen garments manufactured from imported woollen piece- 
goods, will be granted additional licence facilities. 

Licences issued will have a validity period up to November 30, 
1954. (Public Notice No. 53-I1.T.C. (P.N.)/54 of May 28, 1954). 


(3) Amendment to Open General Licence No. XX XI. 

The following amendment should be made to Open General 
Licence No. XXXI which covers imports from all countries except 
South Africa, (see Board of Trade Journal of October 10, 1953) :— 

In part V of the Schedule insert :— 

Seria No. 25 (c)—Crude sulphur of over 97 per cent. purity. 
(Notification No. 3/54 of May 29, 1954.) 


(4) Diesel Engines (Serial Nos. 32 and 33 of Part II of the I.T.C. 
Schedule). 

In order to exclude the import of diesel engines as prime movers of 
generating sets and pneumatic plants the following remarks should be 
added against Serial Nos. 32 (f) and 33 of Part II of the Schedule 
(see Board of Trade Journal of July 18, 1953) :— 

“Diesel engines from 3 to 30 h.p. cannot be imported as a prime 
mover under this Serial No.”

New Thai Import Regulations 


THE BANK of Thailand has announced that from June 4 sterling 
will no longer be sold at the preferential rate for the import of white 
cotton shirting and cotton sewing thread.
